One of the oldest military pre- 
cepts is that “An army travels on 
its stomach,’—and the traditional 
role of the farmer during war-time, 
in bygone years, has been that of; 
feeding and clothing the men at the 
front. 


That old-time maxim still holds 
good; day and night work, back on 
the farm, still determines whether 
armies in the field can be fed and 
clothed and kept in top physical 
condition so that they are equal 
to the tremendous demands made 
upon them. 


News is starting to seep through 
from Europe, however, of many new 
roles which the farmer must play in, 
modern, mechanized warfare—news | 
which may bring home to California 
farmers the drastic changes which 
will doubtless be made in their 
scheme of things, if this country is 
plunged into war. 

Britain, in its bombing attacks on 
Germany’s great industrial centers, 
has done tremendous damage, but 
has failed to knock out Hitler’s in- 
dustrial machine for the significant 
reason that Nazi industrial produc- 
tion has been decentralized. Liter- 
ally thousands of farms in Ger- 
many, it has been learned, have been 
turned into production and assem- 
bly plants—turning out parts for 
planes, tanks, guns and other war 
equipment, and in other instances 
assembling parts from other farms 
to turn out completed units. 

Immediately after he seized power 
in 1933, Hitler started a drive for 
rural electrification and was suc- 
cessful in seeing that most farms 
were powerized. Then he pushed the 
sale of portable electric motors, the- 
oretically for agricultural purposes. 
In 1937, according to reports. of 
United States observers, sealed 
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‘Rear Admiral H. E. Kimmel was 
‘named commander-in-chief of the 
‘United States Fleet in a sweeping 
‘reorganization of America’s sea 
forces. Currently commander of 
the battle force, he will succeed

The Federal Grand Jury at Sac- 
ramento on Monday morning re- 
turned a true bill which will be the 
basis of an indictment charging 
| George W. Hull, postmaster at Ca- 
| mino, with embezzlement of $1,063.80 
lof postal funds. 


This is according to a United 
Press dispatch to The Republican 
shortly after noon. 

Hull, it was reported, had been 
in charge of the Camino postoffice 
for approximately eight years past 
until he recently was summarily 
dismissed from the postal service 
upon the discovery 8 the alleged 
shortage. 


The nature ot the apparent short- 
age was not known, nor was there 
any authentic explanation of the 
funds from which the money ap- 
peared to have been withdrawn. 

Rumor, and rumor only, said that 
the shortage was in money order 
funds. 

Members of the Democratic Coun- 
ty Central Committee said they 
know “nothing whatever” of the 
Hull case except that the commit- 
tee was advised a week ago that 
Hull was being summarily dismiss- 
ed and the committee was asked to 
recommend a candidate for ap- 
pointment as acting postmaster. 
This, it was learned, has been done. 

It was understood Monday that 
Mrs. Hull, wife of the accused, is 
circulating a petition for endorse- 
ment for the appointment. Mem- 
bers of the county central commit- 
tee said that they had made some 
inquiry into the matter and had 
learned that as far as the Official 
linvestigation of the suspected short- 
age proceeded, there was nothing to 
point a finger of suspicion at Mrs. 
Hull.

tor vehicles today reported 1940 paid 
motor registrations totaled 2,935,- 
952—largest in the state’s history. 

In addition, 34,310 motor vehicles 
were registered by the state, cities, 
counties, other political subdivisions 
and public service corporations with- 
out payment of license fees, giving a 
grand total of 2,990,262 for all ve- 
hisles registered. 

This represented a gain of 182,- 
689 vehicles or 6.6 per cent over the 
1939 total. 

Fee paid registrations, upon which 
apportionments to state and county 
highways funds are based, were re- 
ported as follows: 

Automobiles, 2,573,264; solid 
trucks, 956; pneumatic trucks, 197,- 
939; motorcycles, 15,876; solid trail- 
ers, 3,091, and pneumatic trailers, 
164,826. 

Total fee paid registrations in El 
Dorado county were 5,728 of which 
4,797 were autos, 601 trucks, 24 mo- 
torcycles and 306 trailers.

WASHINGTON, ‘(lP)—Administra-

bill opponents today in an effort 
to insure a whopping senate ma- 
jority for passage within three 
weeks. 

The administration was assured 
of a 13 to 10 majority on the sen- 
ate foreign relations committee and ° 
was trying to convert Sen. Wallace 
H. White, Jr., R., Me. 

The committee ends 13 days of 
public hearings tomorrow with Wen- 
dell Willkie, 1940 Republican presi- 
dential candidate, as the last sup- 
porting witness. 

Opponents of the bill conclude 
seven days of testimony with Kath- 
leen Norris, novelist; President Jo- 
seph Curran of the CIO’s national 
maritime union, and the Rev. Ed- 
ward Lodge Curran of Brooklyn. 
Former President John L. Lewis of 
the Congress of Industrial Organiz- 
ations and District Attorney Thos. 
E. Dewey of New York have been 
tentatively scheduled, but Republi- 
can members said it was unlikely 
that either would appear. 

The house passed the bill with 
only minor amendments late Sat- 
urday by a 260 to 165 vote. Senate 
leaders said there would be no more 
than 30 senate votes against the 
bill; the opposition declined to es- 
timate its strength. 

Willkie, just back from an in- 
spection tour of war-time England 
and a talk with its leaders, includ- 
ing King George VI, said in New 
York that “If we give aid to Bri- 
tain, we are likely to stay out of 
war, while if we do NOT give aid 
to Britain, we shall probably become 
involved in war.” He will support 
the bill, but his proposals for mod- 
ification may point the way for the 
administration to win further Re- 
publican votes. Willkie may talk 
with Republican leaders today about 
their amentment suggestions.

generosity. In his old age, however, 
the Commodore splurged. He owned 
a yacht, the North Star, and stables 
of fine trotting horses. The Com- 
modore had one weakness, he was 
curious about the future and con- 
stantly sought the advice of clair- 
voyants. At his death Cornelius 
Vanderbilt left $105,000,000 to his 
children. Russell Sage said of the 
Commodore, “What Shakespeare 
was to poetry and Michelangelo to 
art, Cornelius Vanderbilt was to 
finance.” 

The Commodore’s second son, 
William Henry, doubled his father’s 
fortune. He too spent money on 
trotters, he was the owner of Maude 
S., the fastest trotting horse of 
her time, but he also spent money 
on paintings. 

The thira generation found a nice 
nest egg awaiting them and thought 
it was time for a social fling. It 
was Mrs. William Kissam Vander- 
bilt whose shrewd dealings with the 
house of Astor got her family into 
the 400. Now the Vanderbilt legend 
expanded and the adventures in el- 
egance began in earnest, with the 
building of magnificant houses and 
mariage of the Vanderbilt women 
into the European aristocracy. The 
Vanderbilt mansions were filled 
with retinues of maroon clad serv- 
ants and cavalcades of maroon Rolls 
Royces awaited to do the Vander- 
bilt bidding. When Vanderbilts en- 
tertained it was said that they 
bought pate de foiegras “by the 
hodful” and “whole greenhouses of 
orchids.” 

As the family grows and reclines— 
there are frequent divorces—it is a 
little difficult to keep the “tree” 
straight but many members are dis- 
tinguished for certain traits or pos- 
sessions. For example, Alice Vander- 
bilt had a house in which the ves- 
tibule “was conspicuously larger 
than the Supreme Court of the U. 
Ss.” Mrs. Grace Vanderbilt clung 
to all the maroon symbolism and to 
what was known as the ceremony 
of the carpet—spreading a carpet 
for the guests to step on after they 
had left their carriage. When Con- 
suelo Vanderbilt married the Duke 
of Marlborough her mother pre- 
sented her with the almost price- 
less pearls of Catherine of Russia. 

Reggie Vanderbilt gambled away 
$70,000 in one night. Alfred Vander- 
bilts memory has a halo of heroism. 
He went down on the Lusitania but 
before his death he saved many wo- 
men and, children. When Cornelius 
Vanderbilt IV was a journalist, he 
took pride in irritating the members.

Deduction of Capital Losses 


No deduction is allowable for 
losses from sales or exchanges of 
property, directly or indirectly, be- 
tween (a) members of a family, (b) 
a corporation and an individual 
owning more than 50 per cent of its 
stock (liquidations excepted, (c) a 
grantor and fiduciary of any trust, 
or (d) a fiduciary and a benefici- 
ary of the same trust. 


If (1) shares o1 stock become 
worthless during the year, or (2) 
corporate securities with interest 
coupons or in registered form are 
ascertained to be worthless and are 
charged off during the year, and 
are capital assets, the loss there- 
from shall be considered as from 
the sale or exchange of capital as- 
sets as of the last day of such tax- 
able year. 

In determining “gain” in case of 
property acquired before March 1, 
1913, the cost, or the fair market 
value as of March 1, 1913, adjust- 


ed as provided in section 113 (b),, 


as amended by section 215 of the 
Revenue Act of 1939, whichever is 
greater, should be used, and in de- 
termining “loss” the cost, so ad- 
justed, should be used. If the prop- 
erty was acquired after February 
28, 1913, the cost, except as other- 
wise provided in section 113, as 
amended by sections 213, 214, 215, 
and 223 of the Revenue Act of 1939, 
should be used. 


The taxpayer’s return should in- 
clude the following facts: (a) For 
real estate, the location and de- 
scription of land and improvements; 
(b) for bonds or other evidences of 
indebtedness, name of issuing cor- 
poration, particular issue, denomi- 
nation, and amount; and (c) for 
stocks, number of shares, and cap- 
ital charges affecting basis (in- 
cluding non-taxable distributions).

Losses from wagering transactions 
are allowable only to the extent of 
the gains from such transactions. 

A loss is deductible only in the 
year in which it is sustained, even 
though, as in the case of a theft 
Or casualty, it may not be discov- 
ered until a later year. Losses com- 
pensated for by insurance or other- 
wise, of course, are not deductible. 
However, in the event the amount 
of insurance is not sufficient to 
| recompensate for the loss sustain- 
ed, the excess of the loss over the 
amount of the insurance is de- 
ductible. 

In general, losses for which an 
amount may be deducted for in- 
come tax purposes must be evidenc- 
ed by closed and complete trans- 
actions, fixed by identifiable events, 
bona fide and actually sustained 
during the taxable period for which 
claimed. For instance, a person pos- 


not deduct from gross income any 
amount claimed as a loss merely on 
account of shrinkage in value of 
such stock through fluctuation of 
the market or otherwise. In the case 
of an individual the loss allowable 
in such cases is that actually suf- 
fered when the stock is disposed of. 
in any securities (that is, shares of 
stock in a corporation and rights to 
eran for or to such shares) be- 
come worthless during the taxable
